The Master's Oratlon, by J. O, Fraley.

In Bulwer's novel of “Zanonl,” a book no less re-
markable for the nobility of its sentiment than for
the beauty of the mysticlsm in which It (8 velled,
occurs the folowing passage. The author, in de-
Ru-nng the last days of the Relgn of Terror, follows

Is heroine through the gloomy gates of the Coneler-
gerie, and writes :—"'A squalld and yet a gay world
did the prison houses of that day present. There,
as In the gepulchire to which they led, all ranks were
cast with an even-handed s#corn, and yet there the
reverence that comes from great emotions restored
Nature's first and imperishable, and most lovely
and most noble law—the inequality between man
and man, Plage was given by the prigoners, whether
royalists or sans-culottes, to age, to learning, to re-
nowa, to beauty, aod strength, with {ts owa 1nborn
‘.-muiry.rmrd into rank the helpless and the woask
the iron sinews and the Hercnlean shoulders made
way for the woman and the cnild, and the graces of
humanity, loat elsew here, sought thelr refuge lo the
abode of terror.”

That blarred and blotted text-book that was
opened by the demagogues of ‘89 bears many lessons
for ué who come af‘er—lessons that all ceatre
around the true meaning of that word “equality,” of
which liberry was but a condition, as fraternity was
1t8 corollary, and all eonverge more or less directly
roward one central llea—the necessity of an aristo-
cracy in all human government, an element wkose
power should not be in proportion to its numbers,

And it is to llustrate this principle, ana to pot its
results and necessities as forclbly as 1 can before
you, that 1 have undertaken to preéach a sort of lny
BErmon to-day upon the subject of a republican arls-
tocracy, and for a confession of falth to start with
the proposition *—All men are created nnequal,

Heretlcal and paradoxical thongh it may seem, it
is Nature's heresy and paradox thatl am stating,
not mine, and all complalns must be addressed to
her, 1t s only with it8 consequences that we have
to do in the regalation of our own real lonvonsisten-
cles, not Nature's seeming ones, For it {8 a position
which I do not wish nor attempt to prove, With all
due respect to our friends the logiclans, there are
¥et questions where thelr syllogisma are at fault,
matters too deep to be sounded even by that infalll-
ble plummet-line of lnked hexameters, All ] usk
18 that each should look Into the depths of his own

heart, and sce If he personaly recogulzes uhaty
equality there,

8 there not an arlstoeracy of birth here, in w hinse
veins the sang arul has been purifying itself since
the pre-nistorie volonlal times? And, by & far higher
title, have we not an arlstovracy of jontellect? Can
we sy that wealth has no pre-eminence or position
in this land of rallroad Kings and merchaot princes,
or deny that there was once, in the golden age of
the Fire Department, a potent arigtocracy of musocla?
1t 18 & principle nolversnlly received thironghous our
country in these matters, and since this I8 the case,
Bince we give equality the e every day of our lives,
why on earth ao we recognlze It in just the one
thing where 1t {8 most utterly and totally and dan-
geronsly falee? I mean the matter of politics,

We have grown up under a gystem into which
those words of Jelferson's are 80 universally inter.
woven that their constant repetition falld to aronse
us to & due gense of their meaning, yet 1 think there
are but few to whom the paradox has not come
crushing!y home at some time or other, Have you
ever stood by on election-day and seen some dirty,
lﬁnarnm emigrant huastled forward to the polis?

ave you watched him deliver his voie, and as he
went by you reeking with the whisky which had
been it8 price, tried on this matter of equality then
and there, withont asking yourgelf how, in the name
of all that was true and jost, such a thing could be?
I8 1t quite fair that this man's vote shoula kill yours;
that his volce should reach as far? You, who have
grown up amidst the institations of the country,
perhaps spent years in esrneﬂhtuoughtr ul atudy of
them, He, fresh from the vides and mischievous
traditions of the Old World; stubhorn, opinionated,
and seeking to lmplant them in the New, You, who
have & hundred |ssues at stake, [ssues that straetch
far into the fature, and whose decigion roay, per-
haps, lufinence your whole life. He, whom no turn
of Fortunes wheel can ever bring lower, and to
whom all l#sues are allke. It 1s not a pleasant thing
to contemplate, and the feellngs It arouses towards
one's fellow-men are not always the most Kind and
Christian. Every Tory instinet of one'snature is stung
into Indigonation, and cries, **Wrest the power from
these men while there 18 yet time. Restrict the suf-
froge, and bar out by some qualification or other ail

thank for all this? Whose faclt {s 1t that “legislator
18 fast growing to bé & term of opprobrium and dis-
race, &8 'politician” has come 10 be already? Whose
auit 18 18 oftices of the highest dignity and trust are
held by men whose contact you and I would jasty
scorn; that one by one all the bratuches of the Gov-
ernment bave become talnted witha corruption that
Smelia 0 Heayen ?
1t is the fault of jost such men as you snd 1. We
have trifed with our prestige, aod looseucd our
hold upon the reins of our country's destiny till
they have slipped tarough our hands. It is we who
have made ourselves the equals of these despised
men by pulling onrselves down to thelr level—not
they who have wrested from us a power which was
not theirs. Equsl votes do not necessarily imply
scamps and ponentities for candidates ; at least they
did not when there were lancocks and Adamses
and Jeffersons in the world.

Its credo 18 a non-
credo, It has exploded so many idols of the past
that it fears to kneel at any shrine, or to give pﬂwe
o any true hmmatinum pmotion, lewt the wmy
shouid come when 1L miIght be laughed st as super-
Biitions, or rnecred nt as emotiopal and gash-
ing. And untll it has blotted out this nil-
admirari, “the devil's own favorite creed,” as
Dr. Arpold called 1t; until it has acoomplished some
living faith and made Its politica a religion, or a
religion its polities, 1t will never write it8 story with
the mighty ones of bygone times, nor will it solve
this strauge thing of cquality, Equality s not of
the hands, nor of the head. [t 18 not of wealth, nor
intellect, nor muscle. It 18 of the heart; and it 18
only by binding the hearts of men together in & com-
mon aspiration and a common faith that you can
nake them equal, yet greatest in thelr equatity. All
the achievements of sclieuce, all the developmoents
of amaterial civilization Itim our own, are but as
drawings upon the scaside gund that the tide of an
ever-advancipg material progress shall wipe out
with o single wave; but take the rook from that
same ghore, hew It and lay it with the hand of love
and fajth, and you have buflt a cathedral whose
front the storme of centuries can but adorn with
the beauty that 18 born of resistance to decay, and
the sunsets of the world's declinipg ages, as they
stream thirough its misty alsles, shall shine upon
the workman and the prince, the scholar and the
clown, kneeling slde by slde (n the only eqnality that
this world can know—the brotherhood of conuumon

The cars had boen
drawn into the depot and placed upon the side
track to the right of the passage-way, and the
engine was waiting ou the track to take down the
10 o'clock traln, The switch below Chelten
avenue was turned for another train, so that
when Gahn started the engine it could go no
furthier than the switch. IHad it been otherwise,
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tralbe on the road, the conductors ot which
would have no knowledge of the threatened
dapnger. When the locomative ran off the track
it plunged into the gutier on the side of ths
road, and was carried probably thirty feet along
the ground before it was overthrown. Gaho
escaped unburt, but was almost immediately ar
rested by the specinl detective of the Reading
Railroad Company, and handed over to Oflicars
Blehop and Tyron, who took him to the Hall
and locked him np for a hearing at the Central
station this afternoon.
